Thieves Bore Into Vault ol 


Selby Smelting Works 


OABEIED OFF GOLD BULLION 


Eeflned and Cr»d» Metal Valued at 


$280,000 Secured by Skilful Tun- 
aeltng From Outside the Building 
la Which Treasure Was Located 


San Francisco, Aug. 7.—The Selby 


Smoltiug and Lead company has been 
robbed of $2fert,000 worth of gold bul- 
lion. 
The theft occurred some time 


Monday night, and was not discovered 
until morning. 
The thieves tunneled 


from outside the building under the 
vault at the Selby works, which are 
located ou the bay shore, about 30 milt a 
from San Francisco. They secured 
nearly 12«0 pounds of fine gold, worth 
$20 an ounce, and escarped without leav- 
ing a trace of their identity behind. 


the robbery is the most successful and 


remarkable ever accomplished on the 
Pacific coast, and was evidently the 
work of skilled mechanics. 
It is sup- 


posed that when the robbers secured 
their loot they loaded it Into a boat that 
•WAS waiting and disappeared in the fog 
that had arises over Sou Francisco bay. 
In their haste to get away they left two 
gold bars worth.rfearly $50,000 lying on 
the bank at the water's edge. 
x 


The police of all the bay cities were 


immediately notified of the crime, but 
all they could discover was a few of the 
tools that the robbers had used. 


The Selby Smelting and Lead company 


is the largest concern of its Ictnd on the 
Pacific coast. 
Ores are sent f'-om all 


over the west country to be smelted and 
refined, and the gold is then turned over 
to the mint. 
A steamer makes special 


tripe between the smelter and the mint 
at San Francisco, carrying the ores one 
flay and bringing back the refined gold. 
Yesterday when the workmen entered 
the vault to prepare the gold for loid- 
Ing on the steamer, the robbery was dis- 
covered. 
The thieves had taken the 


precaution of fastening the door of the 
vault from the inside, so that it would 
be difficult to open from the outside in 
case they were interrupted in their \vork. 


Preparatory engineering, extending 


over several weeks, was probably done 
before the robbery 
could be accom- 


plished. Close to the wall of the build- 
in? in which the vault is located a shaft 
was sunk below the foundation. Then 
a tunnel was run to the vault, and holes 
were bored in the iron floor until an 
aperture sufficiently large to admit a 
man was made. It was then easy work 
to pass the treasure down into the tun- 
nel and load into a boat. 


The robbers even took the precaution 


to sprinkle red pepper in the tunnel in or- 
der to make it uncomfortable for anyone 
who might attempt to pursue them. 


There were four fine gold bricks in the 


vault which the robbers looted. 
Each 


was 10 inches long, 5 inches wide and 4 
laches is height. 
In-addltion to this 


there was stolen from the bullion vault 
crude gold in all shapes and sizes, and 
some of it is in bars of different lengths. 


"It is the boldest robbery in the history 


of the state,"' said Chief of Detectives 
Seymour, '-and from all the informa- 
tion that can be ohtojned at this time 
there is absolutely no clue to the rob- 
bers. 
In fact w» don't know whether 


the crime was committed by one man or 
five. 
Tlie probabilities are, however, 


that more than one man was concerned 
in it. 


'•\Ve ha\ e taken all precautions to cap- 


ture the robbers. Telegrams have been 
sent to every sheriff in the central part 
of the state, ordering him to search for 
the missing gold, to overhaul every bout 
and steamer within his jurisdiction, to 
search every railroad train and stage 
coach passing through his country, aud 
to examine everyone taking passage at 
the different railroad stations through- 
out the strike. 
On the whole, I 


believe the chances are feood for cap- 
turing the robbers.0

A bitter contest is on in Maryland.

ment." On one side are the

crats,' inspired by Gorman, who in turn 
is inspired by his desire to get back 
into the United Sfates senate. On the 
other side are the republicans fighting 
for a cleaner government and laugh- 
ing 
at the Goraian attempt to make 


the negro an issue 
in politics. 
But 


Gorman is a sh'"ew4 politician 
and 


w~as fully mforme-1 on the value of the 
issue before it was raised. The repub- 
licans have held their convention ana 
have roughly handled Gorman and his 
"white man's" platform. Phillips Lee. 
chairman of the republican state com- 
mittee said in his convention speech: 


"To 
the cry that this is a white 


man's state, we answer that the negro 
bogey will scare no man_ 
It is dis- 


gusting but humorous; 
it is a sham 


and fraud; it is without" force. The 
suggestion that more than 80 per cent 
of 
the white population of the state 


is in 
jeopardy from any standpoint, 


from 
the less than 20 per cent 
of 


negro population, 
is an insult to a 


brave and intelligent people, who are 
justly proud of the glory of their state; 
that as a colony was the first to or-. 
dain liberty of conscience and freedom 
of religion. It remained for the pres- 
ent boss-governed 
democratic 
ma- 


chine, in order to hide its ov,n hideous- 
ness to conjure such a spectacle. There 
has 
never been 'a time when there 


has 
not been a white man's govern- 


ment in Maryland and, 
as the per- 


centage of colored people has steadily 
decreased 
in ths state each decade 


since 1810, when it was 38.22 per cent, 
to the present thre, 
when it is but 


19.78"per cent, 
the puerility and ab-. 


eurdity of crying -iloud a white man's 
government is apparent.'" 


TUB GENEBAL ORDER

layed general strike order. It is a tem- 
perate appeal, 
ana calls upon "all 


amalgamated and other union men in 
name and heart to join in) the move- 
ment to fight f"r labor's rights " "Un- 
less the trouble is settled on op before 
Saturday, August 10, 1901," the order 
directs, "the mills will close when the 
last turn is made on that day." Th? 
(Order declares that "this is a call to 
preserve our organization." 


Just how many men will go out no- 


body knows. Shaffer himself declarer 
that he doesn't know. There are es- 
timates putting the number at 
from 


100,000 to 400,000. The last number is 
obviously too large. 
The sted 
offl- 


ciala take th? order lightly. 
They 


loofe for a speedy victory over the un- 
ion. The union appears to be <x3 hope- 
fu! as the enemy. 


An interesting point is the attitude 


of president G°mpers of the American 
federation of labor. Theic is a strong 
suspicion that the 
federation 
will 


throw its power on the side of the 
strikers, which would be of immense 
advantage to them. 


There is no getting away from the 


fact that the Amalgamated has the 
sympathy of workers In other unions 
of other trades. 
1C it Is solid and loyal 


to itself a great sympathetic strike is 


The whole matter depends 


on how stubbornly the Amalgamated 
men wiH fight for the sake of unionism 
when the wage question, or any other 
such question, hardly enters into the 
contest. If the Amalgamated stands 
shoulder to shoulder, and if the non- 
union brother workers of the union in 
the same mills make the fight their 


own, 
the strike will bo difficult to 


overcome without yielding to 
the 


men's demands. It will grow and will 
extend through many ramifications 
where everything at present is traquil. 


There is hope yet in some quarters 


that pressure will be brought to bear 
upon the steel combine to yield to a 
compromise. Senator Hanna is suspect 
ed of leading in this direction and 
it is believed he has enlisted Senator 
Scott of W«st Virginia in the peace 
campaign. 


However, there is little expectation 


of <a settlement before Saturday night 
when the general strike order goes in- 
to effect.

Mar- 
ket garden crops and potatoes do not 
promise as well as usual, There are 
few apples; other fruits are not ex- 
tensively grown. The greater part of 
the hay crop ia as yet uncut and the 
quality is thought to be a little, off.

Static Steel trust have refused to recog- 
nize as union men those -who are now 
striving for Ihp right to organize. The 
executive board has authorized ni<? to 
issue a call upon all Amalgamated and 
other union nion, iu name and heart, to 
Join in the movement to light for labor's 
rights. 


"We must fight or give up forever our 


personsl liberties. 


"You will be told thai you have signed 


contracts, but you never agreed to sur- 
render these contracts to the United 
States Steel corporation. Its officials 
think you were sold to them just as tho 
mills, with contracts and all. 


"Remember, before you agreed to any 


contract you took nn obligation to the 
Amalgamated association. It now calls 
you to help in this hour of need. 


, "Unless the trouble is settled on or b?- 
fore Saturday, Aug. 10, IMi, the mills 
will close when the last turn Is made on 
that day. 


"Brethren, this is the call to preserve 


our organization. 
\Ve trust yoii and 


need you. Come and help us, and may 
right come to a just cause." 


President Shaffer added this state- 


ment: ' "The call goes to tho vice presi- 
dents of the districts in which there are 
mills owned and operated by the Na- 
tional Steel,^Tational Tube and Federal 
Steel companies, as well as to the offi- 
cials of the IdUges In the mills. 


"No notice has been or is bcio? sent 


to the managers of the mills. We think 
their notice has come from the other 
side and that they have had warning 
of thte ever since the inauguration of the 
strike. 
That ought to be sufficient." 


As President Shaffer left his office 


last night he was apparently at ease in 
his mind, but showed evidences of his 
full realization of the act that bad been 
performed.

The

it more than I do. I realized it all the 
time, and triuol to avoid by~ every 
means in my power the carrying out of 
this program, bnt it was of no use. 
Kight must triumph ever. 
It will tri- 


umph in spite of the trnst saying that 
nnlon men cannot exist in their mills. 


"In this call for the men to come out 


•we tried to avoid all meaningless words, 
all bombastic utterances and sensational 
sentences. 
It is too serious a matter 


for stage play. The Amalgamated men 
fully realize the task that is before them, 
and have been prepared for it. 
They 


are, I believe, ready to suffer long for 
what they t firmly believe to be their 
rights. 
They wlfl suffer hunger, pov- 


erty aud privation of all kinds before 
giving in. 
The trust can never crash 


such men as our people. 
They may 


start some of their mills, but they cannot 
start many of them." 


The order will throw idle abont 12,- 


000 union men, aud about 60,000 in mills 
who are connected with the Federation 
of Labor, and who are not ordered out, 
but who will have no work by reason 
of the strike of ihe skilled men. 
Al- 


together 100,000 men will likely be idle. 
The order, it is said, will also call out 
the nieji at the furnaces owned by the 
United Slates Steel corporation who are 
not members of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, but who are connected with the 
Federation of Laboj.

HELD WITHOUT BAIL 


Daniel Leary Given Hearing 


On Charge Of Murder 


Today 


PRISONERS WERE WITNESSES 


Lawyer Lewis for Defense Puts In No 


Evidence, 
But Cross Examines 


Medical Witnesses Closely. 
Leary Appsared Indifferent 


Michael Leary, the Jail prisoner who 


asaulted James W. Fuller in the jail, 
was totfay held for the grand Jury 
without bail, on the charge of murder. 
His case will be heard at the January 
term, and meanwhile Leary will wait 
in the Jail where the murder v{is com 
mittefl. 


The preliminary hearing -was held at 


Phtsfield this morning- before Special 
Justice Hibbard. The state's case was 
in the hands of Lawyer John F. Nox- 
on, and Ijajwyer J. Ward Lewis ap- 
peared for Leary, or Welsh, as he 
says his real name is. 


Eight -witnesses were sworn, but only 


five were called. The defense put in 
no evidence whatever, but 
Lawyer 


Lecwis cross questioned the -witnesses 
for the prosecution closely. 


Dr. S. C. Burton, the Jail physician, 


and Dr. W. W. I/J3ivitt, testified as to 
the condition of Mr. Fuller when they 
reached his side after the assault. He 
had a cut on the head and a fracture 
at the base of the Whin. They told 
of the autopsy, which showed that 
death resulted directly from the as- 
sault. On cross examination they ad 
nutted that they did not examine the 
bor>y aside from the helakl. 


Charles T.I. Carroll, a prisoner, said 


that Leary had told him that he was 
going- to "do up" Mr. Fuller, and that 
he advised L | ;ry against it. He also 
saw the assault. 


John F. Brusie, a prisoner, said that

PHtgfield one of the reservation com- 
mission, was presnt and presented va- 
rious 
matters of interest. He made 


some suggestions in regard to the fu- 
ture 
plans 
of the commission on 


Greyloek. It is 
hoped that enough 


money can be raised by subscription 
to build the house on the mountain. 


The plans of the house drawn by H 


Neil Wilson of PHtsfte]^ are now a 
part of the records of the county com 
missioners. The 
plans sho\v an -at. 


tractive building1 of stone and cement. 
A large wide balcony fronts (he south 
side of the house. The public room 1s 
according 
to the plan, 
20x26 feet; 


dining room 15xli3; 
steward's room 


10x10 feet; kitchen 10x15 


On the second floor are eieht bed 


rooms. There-ara six rooms about 10 
by 14 feet, one 10 by 12 and still an- 
other 
8% by i2*/2 feet in size. The 


plans call for fire places in the public 
room and in the dining- room. 


This plan has not been adopted but 


it is filed in order that tha commis- 
sioners may have some idea of what is, 
the purpose of the commission to erect 
on the mountain, when the friends of" 
Greyloek come forward and donate a 
sum sufficient to build a house that 
will be a credit to the state and the 
county. The commissioners do not in- 
tend to put up pny ramshackle, tem- 
porary 
building. They want a sub- 


stantial, handsome building that will 
be a monument to the park as well as 
the 
pride of the western part of the 


state_ 


The 
annual appropriation of the 


county for the reservation is $1500 and 
of this sum the commissioners of the 
reservation find that they have about 
$700 left and this they desire to ariply 
to the building of about two miles of 
wire fence on this side of the moun- 
tain, fencing in the road at the "Wai- 
den farm and making certain rates 
so that 
the Widens can cross the 


road wtih cattle. Mrs. Walden's farm 
was crossed when the Greylock park 
association built, its road to the sum- 
mit of the mountain and for a time 
Mrs. 
Walden collected tolls to keep 


the road and ferces in repair. Now 
the road has been taken by the count*;- 
commissioners 
as a county highway 


and this matter of fencing has come 
up 
before the 
reservation cojgmis- 


sioners. The fencing in of the road at 
the "Walden farm will take about two 
miles of fence_ 


There are enough funds left to build 


this fence and a'so to take care of, 
another matter of litigation that has 
been pending for seven years or more. 


One Phillips, who'owns a large tract 


of land on the mountain and who is a 
resident of Vermont, way back in the 
early days of- th-; Greyloek park as- 
sociation 
brought, action against a 


contractor of the association. Mr. Phil- 
lips claimed that this contractor "en- 
tered his property and cut clown tim- 
ber 
where it was not necessary in 


the road building and he sued. 
The 


matter was duly entered in the courts 
and was referred to Judge Thayer of 
this 
city as aii'Jltor. 
Judge Thayer 


was taken ill and died. Then after a 
time the case went to C. J Parvnurst 
of 
this city as 
referee and in the 


meantime the contractor that 
was 


sued died. F. R Shaw, the attorney for 
Mr. Phillips was present 
before the 


county commissioners and stated that 
$50 would settle the suit. 
Mr. Rock- 


well thought that as it was a part of 
the plan of the commissioners to clear 
up the 
land from possible litigation 


that 
it be paid by the fund in the 


hands of* the 
Greyloek 
reservation 


commission. Mr. Shaw stated in con- 
nection with the suit that it was the 
oldest case on the docket of the courts 
of the county. 


The county commissioners referred 


both matters to the reservation com- 
mission with full uower to act as they 
think best. 


The portion of permanent road laid 


out by the county commissioners for 
this year has been finished by John 
Polcaro the builder and it is said fay 
those who have seen it, to be a splen- 
did piece of work The road which has 
now been complied from the top of 
the mountain to thp divide towards 
PKtsfield, 
has cost much more than 


will any other nortion of the Greyloek 
road. 
owing to the obstacles, which

SMITH'S TIRE PUNCTURED 


Pittsfield Paper Owns Up To Its 


of a Year 


Bluff 


Yesterday the Transcript called at- 


tention to the real reason why "Dep- 
uty Game "Warden1' Ben Smith of that 
tftwn made no arrests, and to the fact 
that the Pittsfield people had been 
tremendously fooling themselves for a 
year or so in supposing that Brother 
Smith was a paid game warden. When 
Deputy Nichols of this city was ap- 
pointed one of the six paid wardens of 
the state, the Pittsfield papers set up 
a howl, and Ben Smith straightway 
secured an appointment as one of the 
unpaid or volunteer wardens. On the 
strength of this the Pittsfield papers 
announced that Brother Smith 
aJso 


was a paid game warden, and that in 
fact his territory would include the 
entire county, without regard to Mr. 
Nichols' appointment. The Transcript 
called attention to this error at the 
time, but the Pittsfield papers per- 
sisted in misinforming the 
trusting 


readers of the sleepy town, who ap- 
parently never wake up to the real 
truth. Just a year and a half late, 
the Pittsfield Journal decided to tell 
the truth, which it did in the follow- 
ing manner: 


"When A. M. Nichqls of North Adl- 


am$ and Ben Smith of pittsfleld re. 
oeived appointments as deputy- game 
wardens, both 
received congratula- 


tions of friends, and it W&s generally 
supposed that the appointments were 
the same but that is far from the 
facts in the case. Deputy Nichols is 
one of the six game officials in the 
state who receive a salary for their 
work. 
These men are paid $600 per 


year 
and 
expenses which together 


amount to about $1000 per year for 
their full .time. Ben Smith is merely 
one of the 150 volunteer deputies on 
the state, and he gets no salary what- 
ever. 
He receives 
for what 
little 


work he does one half of the fines im- 
posed as a result of arrests made by 
him. 
We believe that this is the first 


time a statement of the position held 
by Mr. Smith has been made public, 
lie is not a regular 
salaried 
officer 


thought the public announcement at 
the time led people to suspect that he 
was." 


The Journal also published the an-

The party 
was accompanied by F. H. Hitchcock, 
chief of the bureau of foreign exports 
of the agricultural department, 
and 


and there were one or two others, 
making a party of about 30 in all. 
They stopped first at Mobile and then 
went on to New Orleans, 
Galveston 


and Houston, crossed the great Amer- 
ican desert and stopped-ait San Antonio 
Texas and also at El Paso, N M. From 
El Paso the ycrossed the Rio Grande 
and made a brief trip into old Mexico. 
The party then proceeded to Califor- 
nia, making1 their first stop at River- 
side, where they were royally enter- 
tained by the people of the town. H. 
M. Streeter, brothsn-in-law of F. E. 
Swift, and formerly of this city, is 
postmaster at Riverside, and he took 
a prominent part in entertaining the 
visitors. They were driven all about 
the city, and when they departed^the 
train was decorated with flowers and i 
loaded with fruits. Thia was genuine 
Hospitality, as the' people of Riverside 
hi«cl no favors to ask of the committee.
